surrounding this industry and a fair 
and complete presentation of all 
factors would convince them that 
such an agreement would restore 
normal and healthy competition 
and does not constitute a violation 
of the Sherman law.” 

Sixty-six directors, divided geo- 
graphically and otherwise, were 
elected, some being named for the 
first time and others being re- 
elected. 

A banker’s point of view on the 
petroleum industry and business in 
general was given at the same 
meeting by Philip R. Clarke, presi- 
dent of the Central Trust Company 
of Chicago, Ill, in which the 
speaker, referring to the petroleum 
industry, stated: 

“The petroleum industry has suf- 
fered with trade in general. It has 
also had its own peculiar problem 
of a production very much more 
difficult of control than almost any 
other raw material. For this reason 
it has been giving consideration to 
restricted output for a longer time 
than any of the other basic indus- 
tries now so thoroughly aroused to 
the urgent need of production cur- 
tailment. 

“It has been difficult to secure 
|complete statistics with respect to 
| the amount of capital that has been ; 
jinvested in the petroleum industry 
|since its inception, but it is believed 
\to be in the neighborhood of $11,- 
| 000,000,000. If that is the case the 
return from such an investment has 
been averaging not much over 3 per 
cent., despite the excellent earnings |

refining division, with T. A. Boyd 
of General Motors Corporation de- 
livering a paper on “Progress 
Toward a Uniform Method of 
Measuring Detonation.” A second 
presentation was made on “The 
Meaning of the Gasoline Distilla- 
tion Curve,” by Mr. Boyd, in con- 
junction with Graham Edgar of 
the Ethyl Gasoline Corporation 
and J. Bennett Hill of the Atlantic 
Refining Company. Another promi- 
nent automobile engineer appear- 
ing at the same session was W. H. 
Graves of the Packard Motor Car 
Company, who discussed “Aircraft 
Diesel Engine Fuels.” 

One of the principal talks of the 
convention is scheduled for Wednes- 
day evening before the production 
division, with C. B. Ames of the 
Texas Company discussing the sub- 
ject, “What’s the Matter With the 
Petroleum Industry?” In his ad- 
dress Mr. Ames was to give his so- 
lution to a similar query propound- 
ed by E. B. Reeser, president of the 
institute, in his annual message the 
preceding day. 

In general, four major subjects 
pertaining to policies of the industry 
occupy those in attendance. These 
topics are conservation, proration, 
unitization and the A. P. I. mar- 
keting code. 

“Conservation has been defined 
as the preservation of natural re- 
sources for economica] use,” says a 
statement of the institute. “Uniti- 
zation is a word coined by the pe- 


'troleum industry to denote the op- 


eration of an oil pool as a unit, 
under agreement, by various pro- 
ducers owning property within the 
boundaries of the pool. Proration of 
oil production is a method of lim- 
iting or reducing the output of 
flush fields, usually under the au- 
thority of a state commission and 
with the agreement of the various 
interests in the field, by equally or 
proratably restraining the flow of 
producing wells.” 


MOSS ADDRESSES GOODRICH 
EMPLOYEES; SEES RUBBER 
INDUSTRY ON UPTREND 


Akron, O., Nov. 12.—The rubber 


industry business is now on the up- 
trend, A. D. Moss, director of pur- 
chases at Goodrich, told more than 
200 employees of the B. F. Gocd- 
rich Company at a meeting at the 
City Club. 

Moss said inventories are propor- 
tionately lower today, both in raw 
materials and finished products, 
than ever before. He explained that 
buying for immediate consumption 
and manufacturing for immediate 
sales give the industry an excep- 
tionally good foundation for an an- 
ticipated uptrend in business. 

“There probably will be an ap- 
preciable rise in the rubber busi- 
ness by spring and a gradual in- 
crease from then on. In little more 
than a year we may see a scramble 
to meet demands. We are now OD- 
erating on a buyers’ market with 
raw materials equal to those in 1915, 
but yet may see even a lower market 
before the rise,” Moss said. 

It is Moss’ opinion that business 
should see another good rise in 
three years, followed by a slight de- 
pression and will again hit the top 
in ten years. 


CANADIAN RAIL CHIEF SEES 
REVIVAL IN MOTOR TRADE 


Montreal, Nov. 12.—‘“I have just 
returned from a visit to a large 
number of Michigan cities, where I

clutch discs, reband flywheels, true 
case and rivet ring gears 

The stress is laid, however, on 
those operations the customer- 
dealers cannot so well perform for 
the public. For example, while the 
mechanical shop will, upon request, 
reline brake bands also, this serv- 
ice is discouraged, as in the minds 
of most customer garages of the 
firm it locks too much like Water- 
house-Weinstock-Scovel competition 
with the service the customer shop 
itself offers to the public. 

Not all the mechanical shop's 
services are done at the 636 Van 
Ness Ave. premises. In the case 
of reboring block in chassis, for 
example, the firm sends a portable 
machine directly to the customer 
dealer’s place and does the work 
there—a service that is appreciated, 
to say the least. 

In other words, with this Water- 
house - Weinstock - Scovel _ service, 
each garage and small parts deater, 
no matter -how smalt their trade;

fronted with the compilation and 
printing costs, which, in many cases, 
have been out of proportion to 
the amount of additional business 
brought in with the catalogue. 


| The N. S. P. A. Standard Type | 


Catalogue, made available this year 
to our jobber members, meets this 
price condition and offers many 
other advantages over the usual type 
of book. Its cost is but a fraction of 
the cost of the individually pro- 
duced old style catalogue. Its ar- 
rangement with all parts for each 
model car on the same page makes 
it. convenient to use and increases 
parts sales, since it suggests to the 
repair man all parts in the par- 
ticular unit which might need re- 
placement. 

At the show in Cleveland this 
week a revision of the N. S. P. A. 
catalogue is being announced and 
it is expected that orders will be 
placed there for approximately 
50,000 copies of the new book, for 
delivery in 1931. 

Much has been written and said 
}On the subject of financing repair 
work by various plans operating 
through parts jobbers. Considerable 
| investigation has been made by the 
association in recent months of 
plans now in operation and others 
that might be developed with a view 
to making available to N. S. P. A. 
jobbers a practical and economical 
financing plan. 

Of interest to manufacturers and 
jobbers is the summary of a sur- 
vey of seventy N. S. P. A. jobbers 
just completed, providing valuable 
data on such questions as “Are car 
manufacturers, through their deal- 
ers and distributors, making any 
| headway in securing the parts busi- 
ness in your territory?” “What per- 
centage of your Sales is to car distribu- 
tors, independent repair shops, fleet 
owners, car dealers?” “Using your 
average monthly volume as a basis, 
what is the average volume per 


month per employee, per counter 
salesman, per outside salesman?” 
Of particular interest is a chart 


based on the seventy reports, giving 
a comparison of gross margins, op- 
erating expenses, net profit or loss, 
and rate of stock turnover. 

This survey, among other things, 
confirms the statement that jobbers’ 
sales, from the standpoint of dollar 
volume, have not followed the sharp 
downward trend of general business. 
On the other hand, equipment sales 
have fallen off.

its use. Hence, a manufacturer 
will be free to use it or not. 

“All must agree that predatory 
price cutting, which is an unfair 
method of competition, is an evil. 
And there can be no sound objec- 
tion to a due remedial law. But 
this is not a due remedial law, since 
it is not confined to the prevention 
of unfair price cutting alone. It 
legalizes action to suppress any re- 
sale price competition. More than 
that, it provides that if a manufac- 
turer makes a resale price contract 
with a dealer in a city or town and 
sells to retailers therein, he must, 
as long as the contract is effective, 
sell to them at the same price and 
place them upon the same resale 
price basis. 

“It must be remembered that 
there is legitimate and illegitimate 
price cutting in distribution; that 
all distribution is now progressively 
working toward greater individual 
merchandising efficiency and econ- 
omy, with some dealers inevitably 
more successful than others; that a 
difference in method of operation 
may justify a proportionate resale 
price reduction. And it is clear that 
no law should be enacted that per- 
mits or encourages due economic 








working of distribution or deprives 
the purchasing public of its eco- 
nomic benefits, and that any law 
upom this subject should be strictly 
confined to illegitimate price cut- 
ting and its prevention. 

“In its report the committee 


states three reasons for the enact- 
ment of the bill. The first reason 
is that it will restore the common 
law right to make such a contract. 
But the Supreme Court has held 
that the right to make such a con- 
tract does not exist at. common law. 
The second reason is that it will be 
effective to prevent predatory price 
cutting, which is an unfair method 
of. competition. It follows that the 
bill should be limited to this com- 
petition. The third reason is that 
the bill will place the small retailer 
more nearly on a competitive basis 
with the chain store. And the com- 
mittee eulogizes the former and de- 
clares that he is of greater com- 
munity advantage than the latter. 
A small retailer should not be sus- 
tained simply because he is small 
and regardless of his efficiency and 
consumer approval, Neither should 
a large retailer be condemned be- 


}cause he is large through his effi- 


and consumer approval. 

“The most a small retailer can 
ask for at the present with regard 
to price competition is protection 
from its unfair abuse. And any law 
should be Strictly limited to that 
protection.”
